P.\RIS, Juno 8. — Eon. <). C. Phelps, of 
Counsel for the United States, finished his 
closing address before the Belirins; Sea 
Tribunal of Arbitration to-day. He op- 
posed the British proposal to establish a 
twenty-mile zone, within which aealing 
should bo prohibited, baaing iiis objoctioiia 
on tho inefliciency of the prnposal, and tlie 
impossibility of aottling tho limits of the 
zone effeotu&Uy. All the evidence submit- 
ted to the Tribunal, has shown that seals 
were taken at sea a*'- distances ranging from 
HO to 150 miles from shore. 

Proceeding to compare the present British 
pro]>oaaIa with tlioao made by Lord Salia- 
bury, lio was inlerruptpd by Sir Cliarlea 
Iluaaell, of Counuol f(]r(!reat Britain, who 
aid that f^enl Salialiury douitd having 
nado tile propoaala referred to. 

Mr. Plielpa replied by reading Lord Salia- 
bury'e dispatches. He allowed that Lord 
Saliabury had only receded after Canada 
had interposed. He then resumed hia argu- 
ment in support of tho American prohibi- 
tion of pelagic souling over tho entire route 
fellowed by the seals in their migration, 
whiuh route extended as far aa San Fran- 
cisco. If tho arbitrators, he said, did not 
recognize that the United Stutes had pro- 
perty righta in the herd, cc' jrrent regula- 
tions would bo necessary. 1 

At this point a long disc t^ion toolc place 
between Sir Charles Rif.y,^!), Baron dc 
Courcel, president of the tribunal. Sir John 
S. D. Thompson and Lord -Hannen, Britiali 
arbitrators; Justice John 'Harlan, Ameri- 
can arbitrator, and Vispoaat Yenosta, 
Italian arbitrator, about ^iMag with tho 
vessels seized, and whetber'they should bo 
taken to the nearest Amerlcvn port or to a 
British port. 

When tbe discussion had been finished 
Mr. Phelps proceeded. He argued that the 
British desired the tribunal to protect the 
pelagic hunters, and did not aim to secure 
the preservation of tho seal herds.

MonTiiEAL, July 8.— (Special) — L'lClco-

How Matters are Proffressiiiir in the 
Orermau Reichstag— Compromises 
and Concessions. 



Caprivi Believed to be Able to Secure 
ttoe Passage of tlie 
Measure. 



VERAGUA'S EMBAKKASSMEXT. 

The Desecudimt of Columbus Seriously Crip- 
pled in His Flmuices— How Ho 
Expects Helluf. 

CinctAco, July S. —Tho linancial troubles 
through which the Duke of Veragua ia now 
passing, seem to have been caused in a great 
measure by speculation in Paris, The Duke 
juat before hia deparMitir I'rom Chicago, 
called upon Thomas W. Palmer, president 
of the national conimisaion, and told Presi- 
dent Palmer ho bad been speculating with 
the major portion of his fortune in Paris, 
and hud just been informed by cablegram 
that he had lost every dollar. President 
Palmer aympathlEed with the Duke, and 
promised to do everything in hia power to 
aasiat him out of hia trouf)le. The hopeful 
view the World's Fair ollieial took of the 
situati jn, put the DuUo in a moro cheerful 
mood, and only a feu- of those who stood 
close to him know of his uiiafortune. 

Tilings did not become critical until ho 
reached New York. There he received 
word that his beautiful homo had been 
seized by hia creditors and that hia bull 
farm near Toledo had also been attached by 
tho law. Then the DuUe huatened to leave 
thia country, und on Saturday etartod for 
Spain. Before he left he communicated 
with President Palmer and told him of his 
latest calamity. 

It is said he placed about Sn.")0,00O, the 
greater portion of hia estate, in tbe hands of 
a Parisian, who was instructed to invest it 
in such |a manner aa would produce the 
largest returns. Thia was several yeara ago, 
und loss followed loss in tjuick succcsaion, 
and when tho Duke sailed for America and 
the World's Fair hia §350, 000 had been re- 
duced to !jl,")(l,0()(). He was apprehensive 
of thu entire Io.hs of hia estates even then. 
All through his entertainment in this coun- 
try his mind was burdened. Ho tften said 
to bis friends that ho had nothing to leave 
his son and daughter. 

Although the guest of the country, the 
fact that he was being so royally treated 
brought with it its penalties, ifor he was 
compelled to spend a large sum, and this 
he could not readily aGTord. It has been de- 
cided that not only will the United States 
bo asked to assist the Duke, but all tho 
other American republics and the West 
Indian Islands will be asked for assistance. 
When a large sum has been realized it will 
be invested in firat class American securities, 
tho income of which will bo paid Don 
Ci'iatoi'al Colon, tho son, and Donna Maria 
dol Pilar, tho daughter of tho Duke of 
Veragua. That ia aa tar as tho scheme haa 
progressed. It has not yet been decided in 
what manner the subscription will be 
pushed. 

MlNINl* RESUMED. 

TUe Troubles at ailmaii Practleaily ©ver— 
Oporatlons in Vigorous Froseentton. 

OllMAS, July 8. — The mines are again 
running. In spite of tbe decision reached 
on Thursday not to go to work, nearly one- 
half of tho miners wont in when the whistle 
blow at 7 o'clock yesterday morning. Kvery- 
thing iius been quiet and orderly. Some 
threats were made ngainat those returning 
to work but no violence was oirored. The 
men who refused to go to work mot in the 
Ktiiglita of Labor hull ut 2 o'clock in tho 
afternoon, but nothing was done except to 
demand of tho company sooh pay as they 
were entitled to. 

A iu!iv sysleiii of mining has been adopt- 
ed. It ia in use in the iOaat, but never 
before had been introduced in the mines in 
this section. Each miner haa the privilege 
of hiring a loader or helper, whom he pays 
whatever may he agreed on botv.'cen them, 
usually Ij- per day, who loads Iha coal in 
tho car, carriea tiinbors, etc. Tkoau who 
have tried it to-day are highly pleased over 
the result, they having mudo from S'2 50 
to $3.

TORONTO TOPICS. 

British ArtiBim Kxeursloiilsts to the World's 
Fair— Estimated Stealings of Defuulttni; 
Grand Trunk Olliclals. 

Toronto, July 8. — (Special), — The Arti- 
san expedition, equipped und sent out to 
America by tho Dundee Courier and the 
Dundee Weekly News, has arrived in this 
city from Montreal. It consists of twelve 
men, all practical tradesmen and represent- 
ing the agricultural, mininE;, mechanical, 
manufacturing and scientific intereats of 
Southern Scotland, Northern England and 
Northern and Weatern Ireland. 

Tbe auditors have completed their exami- 
nation of the books in the local cushicr'a 
department of tho Qrand Trunk railway, 
aud it ia said that although tho officials de- 
cline to state the amount of shortage of 
Frazer and Teedy, tho clerks who abscond- 
ed on Monday last, they took not less than 
S20,000 of the compuny'a money.

for Norway be accorded. The Stockholm 
Allehanda, an ofSeial paper, says that tho 
refusal will provoke a cotdlict between 
Norway and .Sweden, and reciimnienda 
immediate attention to the position by an 
extraordiiuiry aeaaion of the Swedish diet.

made hero to lynch him. Ho ia accused of 
being responsible for tho present fearful epi- 
demic of typhoid fever.

Mo- 
Coy threw at White a blade, striking him 
on the forehead and penetrating hia skull, 
so that his braina oozed out. McCoy was 
arrested and lodged in jail. The trial takes 
place on the 15th. 

China anil rranrc, 

Pahih, July S. — Diapatchea from Tien- 
tsin say the Chinese Government reaonta 
French interference in Slum, and will op- 
poae annexation or a protectorate. Every- 
thing is quiet in the city this morning. It 
is believed the strong measures of the Gov- 
ernment are having their proper effect in 
the restoring nf order. Two hundred rioters 
were arrested last night. 



]3krun, July S. — Tho apeeohca that were 
made, for and againat the Army Bill, in the 
Reichstag, yesterday and to-day, were of a 
purely introductory character, indicating 

nothing of tho undercurrents which may 
ultimately guide tho vote of the several 
partiea. Each speaker indicated hia known 
programme. 

Herr Boeckel, who leads the Democratic 
faction of the anti-Semites, for that small 
piirty has not escaped division, in a 
speech delivered to-duy, suggested the 
terms on which hia half dozen followera 
would support Chancellor Von Caprivi. 
Tho Bupgeationa contained tho idea that if 
ita terma were not granted tho faction would 
maintain its oppoailion and set its face 
ugainat the bill. 

Tho best speech made to-day was that of 
Dr. Von Benuigsen, tho Rational Liberal 
leader who attacked tho Centrists and 
Hiohtoriata, declaring that they wore de- 
feating their own purposes by their hostility 
to tho government. These parties ho said, 
were rejecting oonciliatary proposals and 
forsaking their best traditions by demanding 
their own terms or nothing, It 
was thia attitude that hud led to 
the practical success of the Frnisinninge 
party, for which Eugene Ridhter was 
responsible. The voters, he said, had 
ousted Herr Richter at the polls. In re- 
ply to Herr Beasingaen, he said, among 
other things, that moral principles firmed 
tho solo standing grounds of the Radical 
party, und that the ultimate triumph of 
these principles was assured. Tbe defeat 
of his party was, ho claimed, but tem- 
porary. 

Tho obvioua determination of a large 
number of the membera to be heard on the 
bill implies that tho diacuseion will last un- 
til the end of next week. Wednesday next 
is tho day for private members' motioua. 

In the lobbies to-day it was not tho 
Jeauit question, but tho taxation question 
upon which tho Centralists declured that 
an arrangement for their support was posa- 
sible, while Herr Groeber proclaimed "!No 
compromise " in the House. / 

Members of the Leiber party stated in 
the lobby that if the Chancellor pledged the 
Government to cover the increase in the 
expenditures by a proareaalve tax on 
incomea of over- 10,000 morks, the Centrists 
would vote for tho bill. Now they are 
angling for a deal which ia likely to be ar- 
ranged, thus giving tho Government a large 
majority. Dr. Loiber means to insist that 
the bill go to a conmiittee, and this will 
give time for negotiations to be carried out. 
Tho Centrists will then raise the (luestion of 
tbe readndsaion of the Jeauita into (Jer- 
iminy. The hVeiainningo papers peraiat in 
stating that the (Joverument's support of, 
or refraining from opposing the Ultramon- 
tane proposala, will bo the price paid the 
Centriata for their support of the bill. 
Both tho Centriat leadera and the Govern- 
ment adherents deny that there ia any com- 
pact. Tho Chancellor haa a majority 
in favor of the bill without tho Centriata. 

Herr Prcsse, an .-Vlaation, hud an inning 
of the old aort. Ho denounci'd an iecreaae 
of tho ormy. The increase oaked by the 
governnient, ho said, was needless and 
would place an oppressive burden upon the 
people. Hia apeech was simply a repetition 
of tbe threadbare arguments against the 



question, as to whether the matter had, as 
yet, been comnmnicated to the authorities 
at Rome, Dr. Burtsell said that ho did not, 
but euppoaod that Mgr. Satolli had trans- 
mitted u statement to the authorities on the 
present situation of ufTairs.

Bi'.iti.i.N', July S. — The elections for mem 
bership in tho Bavarian Landtag uro pio 
ceeding. For the first time tho Socialists 
have captured seats, their caudidates being 
elected in Munich. They have also won 
seats in Nuremburg, Angsburt; and Hum 
burg, much to tho amusement of the Oppoai 
tion. 

America was well represented at tho 
meeting of tho Reichstag, Among those 
seen in tho diploniutio gallery were tho 
United States change d'afifairs, Consul-Gen- 
erul Edwards and Mr. Washburn, Ameri 
can consul at Mugdeburg. 

The session ia going to luat longer than 
was ut first expected. Tho Nationalists bills 
have given notice of amotion inregards to the 
distreas caused by tbe drought, and also in 
regards to the lack of fodder wanted for tbe 
army manccuvres, and to its limited supply 
in the districts outside of those where the 
manoeuvres are to be held. The Bichterists, 
with the members of the Tolks party, will 
propose the entire suspension of the import 
duties on fodder until May, 1894. 

The Socialists will support this. For thi 
first time in the hiatory of the Reichstag 
the Sociulists have obtained the chairmau- 
ship of one of tho committees. Herr 
Singer, another Socialiat, haa tho vico ohair 
munahip of another committee.

Following is a letter written by Mr. F. 

W. Ward, representative of the mnnaging 
owner of the Canadian-AuHtraliaa line, to 
the B. C. Board of Trade, and read at the 
annuul meoting of that body : 
To the Prcxidcnl of the British Columbia 
Board of 'J'ya'li' : 
Gi:nti,k.mi-:n : — In response to tho courte- 
ous invitation of your secretary, I have the 
honor to forward a short report on the pros- 
pects of the Caaadian-Australian Btcamship 
service. 

'I'ho mi'jnrity of new enterprises are built 
upon prolmbilities, and the new sea-road be- 
tween Canada und Australia is not an ex- 
ception to this general fact. This means, 
for one thing, that expectations uro inoditiLid 
by experience, and sugi^eata that caution in 
CiUculiiring suceeaa is ua necessnry as com'igo 
in tho effort to achieve aucccsa. I may say, 
however, that, hopeful as I was before 1 left 
Sydney, I am still more hopeful now that I 
have completed some preliminary inquiries 
on this coast of your continent. 

I itave already had an opportunity of 
urging yon to lend your influence to any en- 
deavor which may be made in the near 
future to secure the carriage through 
Canada of the principal Austrulian mail for 
Europe. The immense external interests 
of Australia will, sooner or later, imper- 
atively demand that the safest of rival mail 
routes shall be chojcn; and I think it musi, 
go without dispuio that the C.uiailiiin rout 
is entitled to thia diatinotion. It ala 
happens that swiftness nueei not bo sacri- 
ticeil to tafety. A faat fchip on the Atlantic 
and a special train on your tranecnntinenlnl 
line could deliver a London mail at Van- 
couver in ten days, and a rapid but posai- 
ble service on the I'acihc could convoy tho 
mail from Vancouver to Sydney in tifteen or 
sixteen daye. Speed for speed, thia would 
beat tho Suiz route by several days. 'L'ho 
service now eatabliahed between Sydney 
und Vancouver ia, I trust, only the beginn- 
ing of things. Should the principal mail 
come this way, it would involve the arrival 
of one ship in your waters and the departure 
of another ship from your waters, each of 
6,000 or 7,000 tons, and splendidly ap- 
pointed in all respects, every week. 

Tho chief mail route would certainly be- 
come the chief travellers' route. So large 
and important a mail would be carried by 
the finest and fastest ships, and the majority 
of people, whether bent on business or pleas- 
ure, prefer to go v/ith the mail flag. Apart 
from this consideration, I think it is demon- 
strable that the Canadian route is the 
healthiest, pleasantost and most instructive 
in existence. It really only requires to be 
known to be appreciated. Australians will 
be tempted, in the summer montlis at Icnst, 
to linger among the obarms of British Col- 
umbia ; and those of them who may desire 
to obtain glimpses of life in the western part 
of the United States will be able to do so at a 
moderate coat of time and money by visiting 
such centres of activity as Seattle, Tacoma 
and Portland. Of the trip across your con- 
tinent, I have yet to get my personal ex- 
perience ; but it does not require personal 
experience to assure anybody that a loiter- 
ing journey through tho grand natural 
scenery and Engliah-speoking communities 
of Nurth America contrasts wonderfully 
with a voyage through the Bed Sea and the 
Indian Ocean. 

The poeaibilitica of commerce between the 
two countries are not ea.sily measurable at 
thia early stage of the attempt to create a 
larger trade. Trade which is intended to lie 
permanent, ^hicb is not reckless specula- 
tion, is a very cautious thing. It must have 
plenty of light. It must see its way clearly. 
And the obtaining and difTusion of this 
necessary knowledge takes time. Uut I 
think some reaaonal)le encouragement may 
be gathered from the experience of Austra- 
lasia. The term AustraUsia includes seven 
self-governing colonies, which are as inde- 
pendent of each other as each is of the 
Dominion of Canada. There are seven 
tariffs, and most of these are intended 
to afford Provincial protection, as well as 
protection against what is called the out- 
side world. Yet, despite the operation of 
these 'seven hostile tariffs, and what is of 
even more importance, despite the similar- 
ity of the seven colonies in many of their 
natural conditions and resources, there is an 
enormous intercolonial or interprovincial 
e.>cchango of commodities. It is more 
economical to exchange, notwitliatandiog 
the artificial realrictioua placed on ex- 
change, than to aim at aelf-contairinient. 
.So, too, there is a great exchange, f icilitat- 
ed numerous transcontinental lines, between 
the Atlantic and Pacific provinces and 
states of North America. Is not all this 
suggcrttive of an exchange of comniodoties 
between the Englii"h npeaking America in 
the northern heniiaphere and the lOugliali- 
apeaking Australiiaian in the aouthern hem- 
isphere ? Here yon have, as tho basis of 
exchange, reveraed aeaaona, dillerent cli- 
matea and varying natural wealth. And 
tho tropical waters between the two coun- 
tries are studded with islands of great fer- 
tility, and capable of supplying many pro- 
ducta which uro now imported from more 
distant territories. 

It may be possible for Canada to secure a 
share of that Hawuiian trade which is now 
almost a monopoly for (Jalifornia. Some- 
thing is now being attempted in this direc- 
tion. But if British Columbia is handi- 
capped out of much of this trade by the 
Hawaiian treaty with the United States, 
the States of Washington and Oregon are on 
equal terms with Calitornia, und the new 
line is pretty sure to bring them into the 
competition. It will not, I understand, be 
difficult to arrange for the prompt tranship- 
ment of goods for or from tba Pugst Sound 
cities or Portland, at Vancouver or Vic- 
toria. Speaking only for myself, I should 
prefer that Victoria bo made tho port of 
transhipment, as it would mean a saving in 
time of the transportation nf perishable 
produce, I think it is doubtful if Hawaii 
can supply all the fruit for which a market 
may be developed on the Pacific Coast, and 
this doubt strengthens tho case for bringing 
Fiji into tho new line of communication be- 
tween Canada and Australia. 

Il is not easy, if indeed it ia possible, to 
8ei)iiiato tlio possibilities of commerce as be- 
tween British Columbia and Australia, and 
the States of Washington and Oregon and 
Australia. Much the same tariff difhcul- 
tiea exist in each case. Much tho same op- 
portunities exist in each case. A tariff for 
reciprocity which admitted Canadian lum- 
ber and fish into somo or all of the Austral- 
ian colonies free of duty or on favored terms 
would, no doubt, give these two important 
lines of trade altogether to Canada. But it 
would 1)0 imprudent not to frankly rccog- 
nir.o that special exchanges are things which 
it; is exceedingly hard to bring into eiist- 
onco. Anyhow, it cannot bo a mistake to 
let enterprise take hold of tha existing 



situation and do the beat tbafe oan be done 
with it. Direc. rapid, and regular _ bom- 
municatiou between British Columbia and 
Australia, an open road with reasonable 
tolls, cannot hurt, and may greatly^ help 
business. NumerbuB 'OOBneotions will be 
formnd, AuatirAlians will visit thia country, 
and some of yodc people will Tisit AuSr 
tralia. Whateveir oommeroial opportuni- 
ties exist will certainly be discovered. You 
will probably secure a larger share of the 
colonial mEirket for lumber and fish ; and if 
we are able to send you fruit, and butter, 
and raw sugar, and froiion mutton, and to- 
redo-proof piles, and canned meats, and 
other commodities which are cheaper and 
more plentiful with us than with you, the 
fact that you arc importing from us as well 
aa exporting to Australia will neoesearily 
come under consideration when Auatralian 
Parliamenta are revising their tarill'i, and 
it may ultimately help to bring about thoaa 
special reciprocal relations to which you 
have publicly plighted your faith. 

I have purposely refrained from entering 
into many matters of detail, concerning 
which it ia not poaaible now to apeak wilh 
that definitenesa which imparts value to 
statement and dif-cuaainu. But, in a general 
way, I can assure you that a month of in- 
quiry has placed the new service's prospects 
in a most encouraging light. I may bo 
especially permitted to add that the more I 
see of North American manufactures the 
more I am couvin.:eil ttiat many of them 
are peculiarly adapted to the necessitiea of 
the Hrilisli coniniunities in the Snulh I'aci 
fio. They have evidently been (leveUipei 
under tho preasiue of aimilar conditiona 
Auatralia iiuiat always be a great exporter 
of raw material, and for many yeara te 
conic a groat importer of mauufacturct 
gooda. I venture to think she might ad 
vantagcously spend more than she does in 
North Americ.i, and to hope that Canada 
will not allow the United States to surpass 
her in the competition for Australian busi 
ness. 

In conclusion, will you let mo briefly, but 
moat gratefully acknowledge the outflow of 
generous and patriotic feeling with which 
British Columbia baa aasisted to inaugurate 
tho Canadlan-Aubtralian service. lam sure 
it will be aa heartily reciprocated in the 
South.

UAILW.IV.S AM» I'llKLIC MOItUS. 

The following report from tho standing 
committee on railways and public works 
waa also read at the annual meeting : 

During the last session of the Legislature 
eight charters for railways were granted. 
With one exception, these were for roada 
within the Knotenay District. \\"itbin the 
past live years twenty-nine charters for 
railways have been granted. Up to date 
two of this number have been completed. 
The SbuBwap & Okanagan and the Colum- 
bia & Kootenay. The Westminster South- 
ern, forming a connection with the Ameri- 
can system at Blaine, Wash., and now 
operated by the Great Northern, was con 
structcd in KS90 on a charter granted in 
18SS. Six railway lines are now under 
course of construction, viz : 

Tho Nelson & Fort Sheppard, running 
from Nelsoa in the Kootenay District to 
the American boundary, and connecting 
with the American systems ; the Revcl- 
stoko & Arrow Lake railway, and the 
Nakusp & Slocan railway, the former from 
Bevelstoke on the C. P. R., south to the 
bend of Arrow Lake, and the latter from 
Nakusp on the southern end of the same 
lake to a point in the heart of the Slocan 
mining region, the two lines to be connected 
by u ferry capable of carrying a train of 
curs ; the Kaalo & Slocan, from Kaslo on 
Kootenay Lake to a point in the Slocan 
mining region ; the B, G. Southern, fro 
the Crows Nest coal mines, south to a point 
on the boundary ; the Victoria & Sidney, 
running from Victoria to Sidney in Saanioh 
farmiiig flistrict ; the Burrard Inlet ftFruser 
Valley railway, running from Vancouver to 
a connection with the Seattle, Like Shore 
it K.istern at iho boundary near Mission 
City, and crossing tho Fr iser by bridge at 
New Westminster. Thia line is under con- 
trol of the Northern Pacific. 

These several lines will aid very largely 
in the operation of the Rnotenay niinea, untl 
in the development of agricultural districts 
through whii.'li aeveral of them pass. 

Of the projected lines, the chief ia the 
CJanadian Western Central, now known aa 
tho liritish Pacilic. Thia ia iniended to 
run from V^ictoria north to the upper end of 
the Island, and euat to the boundary of the 
Province at the Vellov.head or some other 
convenient pass, opening up tho Chilcntio 
and Cariboo districts, famous for their pas 
total lands and their gold mines. This 
charter bus a land subsidy of "iK.OOl) acres 
mile. Negotiations have been in progress 
for the past yr..r, conducted by Mr. Frank 
E. Baken.an, with American and European 
capital for the financing of tho line. It is 
stated that considerable progress has been 
made towards securing the necessary funds, 
and that active conatruction may begin on 
tho Island portion before the close of the 
year. A part of the Island surveys have 
been made, the intention on tho Mainland 
portion being to take generally the route 
surveyed by the Dominion Government for 
tho C. P.R. route via Bu<e Inlet. 

Of the other numerous charters, those of 
the Nicola Valley R. R., running from 
Spenoe'a Bridge on the C. P. R fifty miles to 
coal mines in the Nicola country ; and tlie 
Cliilliwack Railway, running from tho 
Eraser delta to Chilliwack on the south side 
of the Eraser river, will probalily soon bo 
constructed, both having received guaran- 
tees of interest from the Provincial (Juvern- 
inent. The C P. R. ia surveying a line for 
a route through Crow's Neat I'aaa to Xel 
son on Kootenay lake. This will give tho 
road an'^eaaier route through the mnuntaiiis, 
the present line by llio Kicking Horse and 
Roger's Passes having exci auive grailea and 
being subject to snow.avaLmchea. Many of 
the proj -cied lines will undoubtedly be oon- 
strucled in the near future, for they run 
througli secliona of the Province which even 
now demand railway facilities for their pro- 
per development. 

PUBUC WORK 

The chief public work now under way in 
the Province is the oonatruotion of new 
Parliament buildings at Victoria, rendered 
u ncces'ity by the increasing business of the 
Province, and the decay of the colonial 
buildings, erected in 1SG2. 

Tho J)iJininion puljlic buildingsi, including 
customs, post otlico, inland revenue, marine 
and other Dominion oIlieeH, have had 
.f^lOO,Oll() approjiriatcd for their coinmence- 
nient— puiehase of site, etc., and it ia hoped 
that in the near fiiluri^ the Dominion bnai- 
nees will bo carried on in quarters in keep- 
ing with tho extensive trado of this city— 
tho third cuatoina paying port of Canada. 

An appropriation of §100,000 ia now be- 
ing oxpiMuled by the Dominion Government 
at the Williams' Head Quarantine Station, 
where it is expected that tho system will 
soon be capable of meeting any ^emergency, 

Tho Province is well supplied with public 
buildings in tho sevorai cities, the registry 
oflice, at Vancouver, now being the chief 
structure under way. 

A guarantee of interest was given New 
Westminster for the building of a traliij 
bridge over the Fraser, plans for which 



have been prepared. Much has been done 
towards Provincial development by tho 
guaranteeing of interest on the bonds of 
railway enterprises, and in tho liberal build- 
ing of roads and trails in tho mining and 
agricultural dittriota. 

The Provisco can well congratnlate itself 
on the subatantial improvements in tran- 
sportation that h&ve been and are now be- 
ing made, and also for tlte improved facili- 
ties for transaoting publlo business. Ihe 
benefit will soon be apparent in theinorease 
of population and wealth In the immediate 
future.

WITHOUT RANCOR. 

The Times says that we are in "bitter 
pursuit " of Mayor Bcaven, and that we 
seem to have invented a now grievance 
against him. Wo are not pursuing Mayor 
Beaven bitterly or in any other way, and 
there is no invention" in what we have said 
of hini. In yesterday's issue we repeated 
aa faithfully aa wo could the complaint of 
ono of the aldermen. lie certainly waa in 
earneat, and talked like a man who was 
saying what he believed to be tho truth. 
We have no "rancor" to satisfy with 
respect to the Mayor. Aa he ia a public 
aervant, wo have a right to criticiae hia acts, 
and wo have, wo submit, exerciaed tliat 
rifiht tuirly and with moderation. Wo have 
heard many complaints from Counoillora of 
tlio way in which they are treated by tho 
Mayor, and we can assure our oontempor- 
ary that the gentlemen who complained both 
lliia year and last year, were not amonc; tho 
Icaat intelligent of the aldermen. If tlie 
Mayor treats tho Counoillora with conaider- 
atiou, if he promotes the energetic and 
pcedy tranaactioD of buaineaa, all that we 
an aay, ia that he haa been very much 
iniarepreaented by the men who have the 
beat opportunities of obaerving how ho per- 
forms hia dutiea. 



INCONSISTENT LIHERAL^. 

It does appear strange to bco a Liberal 
Premier, and ono who ia proud of his Liber- 
alism, remoraelcsaly placing tho gag on the 
minority of the British Hoaae of Commooa. 
It'might be aupposed that the Liberal party 
of Groat Britain would suffer much and 
long before it would place a restriction on a 
right which it profeaaea to value ao highly 
as liberty of speech, and that, too, in a 
body in which it ia absolutely necessary that 
the utmoab freedom should be enjoyed and 
-exerolaed. Bab we find the Liberals of to- 
•day so impatient of opposition, ao determin- 
ed, whether right or wrong, to have their 
own way and .to impose their measure upon 
the nation, that they will not allow their 
opponents a freedom of action and a liberty 
I of debate in Parliimeat that have been ex- 
' erciaed without question by British legiala- 
tora for centuries. The measure which the 
Liberal Premier will nob permit to be fully 
discussed is no ordinary measure. It ia one 
that ia to cfTcet a most important change in 
tho British constitution, and which is to 
have a deep and a lasting Ufluenoe on the 
policy of future governmenta. One would 
think that a minister who was truly Liberal 
would extend to tlie Opposition, wliea such 
a measure waa beinf; deliberated upon, every 
consideration, and would alloiv Ihem to use 
every privilege of debiito to its utmost ox- 
tent, that be would seek to -enlarge those 
privileges rather than restrict them. In 
deliberating on a measure of auch trans- 
cendent importonce time should hardly be 
counted. But a month had not been spent 
in considering the detiuls of tho Home Rule 
bill, when the Government becaino impatient 
<and determined to put an end to debate. 
Mr. Smalley, the very able London correa- 
ipondent of tho New V'ork Tribune, ia in- 
'dignanb at the arbitrary course pursued by 
3Jr, Gladstone. He believes Lhil the time 
allowed by Mr. Gladstone for tho eonaidera- 
tion of tho bill is wholly inudi:(]uato. Thia 
ia what he says, in a late letter, of the Work 
which Mr. QIadstone haa given Parliament 
to do and the time he has allowed its mem- 
bers to do it in : 

Tho Home Rule bill ia not one bill, but 
three bills, and it may well be said, us Mr. 
Chamberlain said, that nearly every clause 
is a separate :'bUl ; and since the finance 
cl'vuso haa beei* remodeled, it is also a new 
bill. But looked at in the largest way, it, 
is a bill for creating an Iciah Parliament, 
for creating an Irish exeoutive, and for 
flnancing both. Each of these three separ- 
ate schemes is full of complicaliona. iOach 
.requires elaborate macliiaery, 

Nor is that uU, nor the most. It is a bill 
•to create un Irish Constitution and to 
destroy the existing Constitution of Croat 
liritain. That is also admitted. Not in 
tho whole history of I'urlinmeut Ima any 
moaauro ever been prnpnaed so disastrous 
•in its Bcopo, so far-reaching in its 
■ oODsenuences. More than that, it is a bill 
to annul the treaty by virtue of which 
Grcot Britain and Ireland form ono king- 
dom, and it ia avowedly to bo passed, if ot 
all, o'gainst the wish of one of the contraot- 
•iog parties to that treaty. 

And to acoompliah thia trcmendoua revo- 
lution the author of it grudgoa two montlis 
of parliamentary time. ICveu the mouth lie 
now concedes xa allotted to auit liimaelf. 
Ho parce ls out llin clauaes of tho 
Bnyo- You maycnnaldcr auch a 
. croup of clauses for such a lent 
and no more. Tho most momc 



A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

The nbaeuce of song birda in this part < f 
British Columbia is remarkable. One would 
think that a woodeil country like thia, liav- 
ing a delightful cliinule, would be a very 
paradise for singing birds of many kinds. 
But the silence of the grovea here, even in 
spring, is almost melancholy. We are not 
well enough acquainted with the natural 
history of Vancouver lalaud to be able to 
say whether or not its woods and tielda were 
ever the haunts of Bong birds, but there are 
certainly very few in them now. Has the 
small boy and the fool gunner of riper years 
exterminated tho feathered songatera here, 
as thpy have done in other parts of the con- 
tinent? Farmers in the Kast stupidly 
make war on the small birds, ignorant of 
the fact that they are industrious preaervera 
of their crops and their orchards. They are 
almost all insect eaters, and inseots are the 
very worst enemies of thefarmer and the gar' 
doner. Birda, if they were allowed to live, 
would niUch more than pay for what fruit 
and grain they eat, and destroy. Besides, 
their music is delightful and is of itself well 
worth their keep. Wo see that in Oregon 
singing birda of. Europe and the eastern 
coaat of thia continent have been introduced 
and carefully protected. They aro increas- 
ing at a rapid rate. Wo are told that 
" nightingales, finches, larks and thrushes 
are becoming ([uito plentiful in Oregon and 
Washington, and in a few years will bo ua 
numerous aa the native birds," Why 
should not we in British Columbia follow 
this good example. It would not require a 
very largo sum to obtain birda enough to 
make a fair beginning. If Kngliah and 
American song birds thrive and multiply in 
the states of Oregon and Washinntjn, they 
would do equally well here, where the 
climatic conditions are quite as favorable. 
They could be protected by law, but a bet 
ler protection would be the affection of the 
people, old and young, for tho chiirnjing 
little muaiciauH. It would not bo very hard, 
we should think, to cultivate in the chil- 
dren a fondness for wild birda and to bring 
them to look upon killing one of them or 
robbing its neat aa an act of , wanton cruelly 
and incxcuaable barbafity.

AN OUTSIDE OPINION. 

Bradstreet's discusses "India's action on 
Silver " with its uaual ability uud clear- 
ness. This is what it says about the cause 
of the sudden and unexpected change : 

The fixing of the provisional rate of ex- 
change at Is. 4d, provides an automatic 
means' of preventing the closing of the 
mints from violently disturbing exchange 
ratca. Tho rate of exchange has been fixed 
high enough to relieve the Government of 
its most pressing neoeaalties, while it is well 
within the limit of recent fluotuations. It 
ia not proposed to aubatituto gold for silver 
currency. No attempt is to be made at 
present to fix a legal^teuder price for gold. 
While tho ratio of value was mentioned it 
waaouly provisional. Lord Lansdownein con- 
clusion said that he hopedasuflioient reserve 
of gold would bo accumulated to make an 
illective gold standard poaaible. 

Thia statement shows that it was the in- 
atability of excljanges which forced the 
issue. There seema to be no leai- of a de- 
preciation of tho internal valuo of the 
rupee. On tho other hand, however, the 
fall of silver and the couataut lowering of 
exchange created an inereaaing drain upon 
tlie revenues of the Ooverumenl , and furn- 
ished abundant cause for diaiuiburicea in 
the external trade of the country. The in- 
terest churgea of the Indian government 
payable in lOurope in gold aro vi ry heavy, 
aniounling last year to about K.i 'J-iO.dUO,- 
DUD. These paynieuta are met eitlier by the 
sale in London of Indi.v (anuieil drafts or 
by sterling loans. The Bale nf these drafts 
for the current year ia estunaied at about 
Ra. 170,0UO,00O, and in tho Indian budget 
for the your '-.here is a deficit of Rs. 10,081,- 
000 attributed directly to tho full in ex- 
change.

But according to what ia considered 
tho inexorable law of trade, the value of the 
rupee kept going down, until it was not 
worth moro in either India or England than 
fifteen pence or so. Now tho (lovernment 
of India has decided that tho value 
of the rupee ahuU bo sixteen jieuce. 
l!ut who is to guarantee that it should re- 
niaiu at that value. Tho Government may 
do all il can to keep it up to that figure. It 
may take tiie rupee at its own Valuation as 
taxes and in payment of debts due it and it 
may compel those whom it employs to take 
it at that price, but will this keep up the 
value of the rupee even in India, if the price 
of ailver iu tho markets of tho world jnukes 
the quantity iu a rupee worth intrinsically 
more or less than sixteen pence. Will the 
rupee be taken by Eogliabmen, Americana, 
Frenchmen and othera with whom India has 
dealings for sixteen pence? Will, in other 
words the rate of exchange continue to bo 
ivlint it ia now '.' It will certainly not. It 
will rise and fall with the price of silver aa 
it has already done. Governments have 
never been able to give money an 
artificial value. Every one knows how 
the American greenback went down when 
tho credit of tho United States Government 
waa seriously qucationed. What is now 
feared in tho United Stales is that the 
American dollar will share tho fate of tho 
rupee and the greenback, and it certainly 
will if the Governmont refuses to redeem its 
silver paper with gold. 

The refusal of tho Government of India 
to coin silver for any ono that takea it to 
the mint, may bo followed by good con- 
scqucncua, Ijccuuse it will limit tho supply 
of rupees and prevent for a time the fur- 
ther depreciation of the rupee, but the 
authority of the Government, or its example, 
or its prestige, can no more keep tho rupee 
at its present value than it can keep tho 
price of rice, or opium, or indigo, at to-

That sceiiLS to ine a plan that, if 
it could be applied in nmndaiio courts of 
Bo called justice, would be productive of 
far happier results than can now be ob- 
tained. 

JMen, for instance, would not bo so se- 
verely judged for freipienting barrooms 
a.s women would, and a fretful, suspi- 
cious, "nagging" womim would not be 
punished fur her nights of temper us a 
man would bo for similar conduct. 

Each so.x lia.s its own clas.s of faults, 
and doubtless tho temptation to those 
faults is far Btronger in tho class which 
has a sort of hereditary right to them 
than in any other. They differ essential- 
ly, these faults of men and women do, 
and very often they clash all tho more 
on account of tlie.se differences. JIan's 
wrong tendencies run into vices more or 
less coarse and degrading, while wom- 
tin's tend rather to foibles and faults 
more or less narrow nnd contemptible. 

In this imitter of b.-irrooms, for in- 
stance, almost every mi^n thrown into 
business ami political relations with 
other men, or who minglet- freely with 
other men of various classes, finds him- 
self very often invited, almost compelled, 
to drink Bomothing with them, and I 
3up])oso two-thirds of the men in Ainor- 
iea aro in tlu.' lia'oit of doing so. Just 
why people should invito each other to 
drink as a sign of good fellowship, or 
honest intentions, or forgiveness, or 
aniity, is rather a iiuzzle, cspecitilly to 
the female mind. Why is tli(> proi-oss 
of deglutition a siiecially .social one? 
Why don't they invito each other to 
wash their bands togotln'r, or comb 
their hair, or bhjw their nose.s — in fact, 
any of the familiar functions mini jier- 
fonn all tho time, just as they drink 
when they aro thirsty and cat when they 
aro hungry? 

However, not to spend time in the- 
orizing, we grant the fact that men have 
a habit of drinking together, and down 
t<jvvii they resort to barrooms for that 
|)iiri)ost.'. I iim not writing a ti-iiipcranee 
lecture nnd do not say theru is any wrong 
in doing tliis, but I do say that drunken- 
ness is a 'rice, and a very disgusting one, 
and that a habitual drunkard is not a 
lit or indeed a jiossiblo companion for 
•my v,-oinan. The vice is one natural to 
liini as a man in tuir present condition of 
jiviliy.atioii, especially in great cities, and 
perhaps a perfectly just and omniscient 
judge would not condemn him for it h.alf 
so severely as tho woman does who is 
compelled to snll'i-r from tlio effects of a 
vice which is no tcniptation lo her and 
which she cannot iiiulerstand. 

On tho other hand, the woman has her 
foiljles of temper, of selfishness, of jeal- 
ousy, of vanity, of precision and intol- 
eraiu.'i\ 

These qualities aro not vices, unless 
we call jealousy one, but they are capa- 
ble of making life intolerable to any one 
compelled to associate intimately with 
tho woiihin who possesses and develops 
them. 

A man under certain conditions of ex- 

ciioinontand provocation is apt tobecomo 
ei.>tirse and brutal. ITe swetirs, he bangs 
the furniture about, ho tells his wife shi; 
is a fool, or a liar, or a scold, and taunts 
her with cruel insults. Mo visilily, to her 
eyos if not to his own, steps down from 
his jiosition as man and gentleman and 
becomes an object of scorn and loathjng. 

Now como in her foibles to fan the 
llamo his vices have Idndled. She uses 
her niinblo tongue like a lash, she miiii- 
icsTiim, she looks at him, sho wishes sho 
had a kodak to take his picture— in fact, 
she arouses all that is worst in his nature 
lo a condition of fren/,y, and after lhat 
[joint anything is possible. JLi mtiy 
strike her; lie may heap upon her insults 
so terrible that no penitence can ever 
wiish them away; he may oven bo so 
wrought upon by rage and that sen.so of 
helplessness which assails a man when a 
clover woman lots loose her tongue upon 
him as to lay out his brute strength upon 
h(;r and lay her dead at his feet. Two 
liion or two women rarely if ever stir 
each other to sneh a pitch of irrespon- 
siblo wrath as an angry womini can 
drive an iingry man. 

Or let us impartially reverse the case. 
Ono of a woman's foibles is love of ad- 
miration and homage. Sho has beauty 
and fascination of manner, and sho likes 
to see their power confessed. 1 ferhushand 
is a jealous man and at tho same time 
indiHereut to those claims in his wife 
which ho was prompt to confess b*foro 
thoy becamo iiis own property. She seeks 
amiusement and consola tion in , public 



and flirts with this or that admirer, 
rather pleased at finding that sho can 
stir her careless lord to frantic jealousy. 
If she persists and from the mere lovo of 
power goads and teases him too far, he 
may break loose from those bonds of 
morality which every decent man as- 
sumes with hi.s iiiarriago vows and go 
to tho bad generally, revenging himself 
upon his giddy wife by. flaunting before 
her .faqe -rivals whose very rivalry is a 
degradation to her. 

Or perhap.s her foible is an inordinate 
precision. Her homo is like a nunnery. 
If or own apartments aro lilvo those of an 
(lid maid. She cannot have smoking 
uiiywhoro in the house because it scents 
the walls and furniture. She cannot 
have newspapers or papernovels thrown 
about on chairs and tables. If the hus- 
band, manlike, pushes tho furniture this 
way and that, throws open a window 
and rudely t-vvists tho laco draperies like 
a rope to keep them oat of the way, the 
precise woman replaces everything the 
moment his hand leaves it — perhaps 
silently and with a long su'l'ering air of 
patient martyrdom, perhaps with a cold 
and formal request that Mr. So-and-so 
'Will not turn ter parlors into a caucus 
room or worse. 

Tho precise woman carries her preci- 
sion further than tho furniture. Her hus- 
band, coming home from his.Mll day asso- 
ciation with men. tells his wil'(! what be 
thinks a good story or a funny jest or 
tells what some man has told him about 
some other man. The precise woman is 
shocked. Perhaps sho ought to bi' 
shoekod; ;ii.'rli;ips she (Uight to ina];e lii'r 
husband feel that ho has comi; home to 
a pui-er and more refined. atinosi)le'r'' 
than he litis been breathing through the 
day, but her foible of jirecision comes in 
to aggravate his vice of coarseness, and 
she rebukes him in a cold and bitter 
fashion that onlj' disgusts and annoys 
him, instead of aclcnowledging the fun 
and then gently and deftly suggesting 
that it might have been more deUoately 
put; or else by a certain surprised and 
]);iined look nnd a softly breathed "Oh, 
Ned!" or ]>erhaps with a caress and ;i 
whispered word like "Oh. darling, don't; 
pleaso don't" — in one of these ways or in 
some similar fashion a sweet, natural 
woman will soon make her Imsband 
ashamed of being coarso, at least in her 
presence, and she will have helped in- 
stead of hindering him. 

But just HO sure as a cotirsely genial 
man marries u precise and intolerant 
woman, just so stire is she to drive him 
from home and from her presence. Ho 
ma}- not bccomo unfaithful, as tho hus- 
band of tho llirt does, but he seeks in his 
hours of leisure tho society of other men 
or of women who, as he puts it, "don't 
care what you say to them." Or ho 
lounges behind tho scenes of tho theater, 
or in the .stables, or at socitil .'issembhiges 
far fjelow his own level, anj-where, in 
fact, that ho can feel free and untram- 
moled. 

I once remonstrated with a man whom 
I had known before his mandago as a 
very genial, good humored follow, with 
tho capacity for becoming a really charm- 
ing man. 

"Why do you go to such places? Don't 
you see that you axe letting yourself 
down terribly? What would your mother 
have thought if sho htid heard of your 
l»'ing there last night'.''' demanded I, with 
the frreiloin of long friendship, and he, 
with a sort of groan, replied: 

'•I know it ; it's all true; you can't tell 
ine more' than I sometimes tell myself. 
IJiit what can 1 do':' I'm a follow that 
liko.s a good joke ;Lnd a jolly laugh, and 
to let loose generally when business is 
over and play be.gun. But yon know 
my wife — that is, you've seen her — you 
couldn't know unless you lived with 
her how horribly good sho is" 

"Ilorriblv good!" echoed I. 



er go for ii walk out of town." In fact, 

ho doesn't w;int to go to church. 

No'v is the time when the wife, if sho 
hersel.F is a churchgoer and a reli.gioua 
woman, has tho opportunity either to 
make or mar the happiness of . her whole 
married life. If she is wse, she neither 
nrgucn, scolds nor sulks over her hus- 
band's indevoutness, but goes her way 
alone, trusting to time and tact and op- 
portunity, one or the. other of which 
will, if she is patient and sweet and 
wise, generally jjivo her if not all at 
k>ast part of wliat she desires. 

But tho intolerant womani Ahis, tho 
father of evil must often be gay and glad 
tt seeing his work so well done with god- 
ly weapons. Bitter speeches, direful fore- 
bodings as to his eternal doom, sneering 
nonacceptanco of excuses, a rigid and 
frozen air of phiiris:nc: displetisnre — all 
these or even hidf of thoni willsoon drive 
a man who begun by being careless and 
hidiflerent into bitter and honest hatred 
of religion or any of its practices, and 
the vices of ribaldry and profanity and 
blasphemy in;iy spring up a sturdy crop 
from tho seed sown liy tho foiblo of in- 
tolerance and overrightoousness. 

But not to multiply instances, it is, as 
it seems to mo, a brotul and general 
truth that tho vices of man and the foibles 
of woman act and react upon each other 
with terrible power, and that Mdieii one 
of ;i nuirried couple finds him cir herself 
confronted by an ill quality in tho other, 
which seems well nigh intolerable, their 
first step should be to keenly examine 
themselves for some vice or foible which 
[lets as an irritant and incentive to the 
other. The old saying that it takes two 
to mala! a iiuiirrel may bo amplified to 
mean that wlion a married coujilo lives 
unhtiiipily the fault is not generally all 
on oiii'sid.', and if each ptirty will honest-' 
ly confess this and iii:ik-o some conces- 
sions tho bre;ieh maj' be healed or af 
least lessened. 

As a general rule, men aro wanting in 
tact and adaptability, and women are 
deficient in tolerance and patience. If 
both men tind women recogniz(}d thes(? 
deficiencies and tried to remedy them, ii 
great deal of matrimonial trouble would 
bo done away with almost impercepti- 
bly, and the marriage car Avould run 
upon velvet instead of cobble. 

Of course this general rule has excep- 
tions, and a good many too. 

There are uiou so absorbed in their 
own selfish enjoyments, so bound in 
theu- o\vn ■vices, so uttedy regardless of 
the welfare of other persons, that no 
amount of self sacrifice on tho part of 
their wives would do ;inything to soften 
or eb.'vate them. 

There are women so utterly frivolous, 
shallow and heartless that no magn;i- 
nimity or unselfish devotion upon the 
part of a Imsband could elovato them. 

Of such I liavo nothing to say, and 
Iirobably nothing but death or some oth- 
er separation will help their sad case. 
But in tho majority of cases, if a man 
has vices, let the woman see to it th ' 
her foibles do not aggravate them, an i 
vice versa. '

After tho 
open row is finished crochet into that a 
fringe of loops of ehaiu stitch. Sew tho 
tilipjiers to tho soles with twist or ein- 
liroidery silk and fasten firmly to pre- 
vent ripjjing. Run an elastic through tho 
oiien row of stitclies around tho anklo 
End ornament the front with a bow of

M. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 
Capturing an .Outlaw, 
[CopyrlRht, 1803, "by Charles B. Lewis, j 

Tho Confederate troops in tho west be- 
ing tho last to surrender, it naturally fol 
lowed that they were the last to accept 
of circumstances and settle down to the 
now order of things. For months and 
months after Kirby Siiuth'u surrundor 
portions of Louisiana, Arkansas and To;:- 
as were dominated by a bad class of men 
A few of thorn had belonged to regular 
commands, but the groat majority had 
served as bushwhackers and guerrillas, 
and tho advent of peace cut sliort tlieir 
pimidoring and marauding. These men 
refused to bow to tho inevitable, and 
scores of tho nmst doliant were hunted 
down by Federal troops and killed wher- 
ever found. Alexandria, La., on the Red 
river, was tho hcadijuarters of a division 
of Sheridan's cavalry, and it was cstimal- 
ed that there were at least GOO ex- Con- 
federates in that locality who d-jiiied be- 
ing included in tho surrender of any com- 
mand and defiantly refused to come in 
and deliver up their eciuipments and re- 
turn to citizenship. A score or more of 
tho most promin.iiit were outlawed by 
military proclamation. Among them was 
a man named Ross. Ho had been caii- 
tainofa guerrilla band of oO mon. il 
held no commission from tho Confeder- 
ates, nor did tho Davis government eipiip 
his band or carry it on any muster roll 
Indeed Confederate troo|)3 had sought to 
wipe out this gang for mi>ntlis befcn-e the 
war closed, a.s C:ipt.a;:; Jtoss robbed right 
and left with free hand. 

In August, IHiio, lifter vain oli'orts to 
induce Ross to conio in and take tho oath, 
ho was outlawed. His men had all b^ft 
him, but he was still marauding around 
on his own book ,and had l.)losaomed out 
as a highw.'iy robber. He would rob an 
ex-Confeilerate as soon as a Union man, 
hut his hatred of the l''edei'.il soldiers was 
so great that ho never missed an op])iu'- 
tunity to shoot one down. Ho had kill- 
ed live cavalrymen before he was outlaw- 
ed. Tho rewards offered by tho military 
and civil authorities for the cajiture (;r 
death of Kcss aggregated .Sl,r)00, but for 
a long time no one took his trail. Small 
parlies of cavalry were sent out, 
but they never succeeded in linding hini. 
On tho other hand, ho invariably am- 
bushed them and killed at least one man. 
Finally about tho middle of September a 
man named Murray, who had been a ser- 
geant in a Te.xas infantry regiment and 
whose C(jinmand had boon regularly sur- 
rendered in the spring, presented Iiiniaelf 
at Alexandria and announced hi.s deter- 
mination to win tho reward. At that 
time Ross was supposed to be hiding in 
tho dense coverts around Catahoula lake 
.'!0 miles northeast of Alexandria. Mur- 
ray was furnisli.'d with a luuse, rifle, re- 
volvers and other necessaries, given an 
an accurate description of tho outlaw, 
and he left Alexandria at night and rodo 
to tho north for 70 miles. Then ho turn- 
ed to come back, carrying the idea to all 
he met that he had come down from tho 
Arkansas border and had boon outlawed. 
In order to play his [lart he was obliged 
to hold uyi several travelers on the high- 
way, though in each instance he had some 
excuse fm- restoring their money before 
riding away. 

I was five days before Murray encoun- 
tered Ross. The latter had heard of the 
new arrival and was ready to welcome 
him. Ho bad lieim hunted so |ier.sistent- 
ly that he was thinking of leaving' tiu! 
country, lie had pliindeied fi'ieud ami 
foe alike until i.'very man was ready to 
L'ive him up to justice, lie at onco pro- 
posed a partnership with Murray, whose 
advonturoa had fairly established his re- 
putation for nerve and daring. Murray 
told how he had suliered at the hands of 
the Federals and exjiressed his desire for 
revenge, and Ross was ccMuplelely taken 
in. It was agreed to become partners, 
and tho two proceeded to Ross's hiding 
place on the north baak of the lake above 
named. In tho midst of a dense thicket, 
to bo penetrated only by a path lie liad 
cut with his own hand, he had built a 
small hut of poles, grass and mud. A 
regiment of soldiers might I'.avo searched 
for a month without linding the path, and 
had it been stumbled on Ijy accident he 
could have made a good defense against a 
whole company. He had provisions in 
plenty, and the cash ho had secured by 
various robberies .amounted to over !?!,- 
OlO. Ilo had picked u]) 10 or 12 rifles 
and shotguns and a score of revolvers, 
and the hut was an arsenal as well as a 
hiding place. Though tho outlaw had 
been the first to propose the partnership 
and ho had seemed to accept Murray's 
stories and stateriients without (piesticn', 
the latter s<ion discovered that he bad a 
shrewd, suspicious man to deal with. 
From the very moment of their setting 
cjut together Rosa was on guard .and as 
watchful as a fox, Murray saw that hu 
was distrusted, and of course his play was 
to win tho outlaw's conlidenco. In rid- 
ing or walking ho always took tho lo.ad, 
and before turning in at nighl lie placed 
his firearms out of his own reach and con- 
voniont to Ross' hand. 

There were two or throe occasions dur- 
ing tho first fortnight when Murray could 
have shot down his man. This act would 
have entitled him to the reward, but he 
had ui.ade up bis mind U) t.ake tho outlaw 
into .Mexaudria alive and a prisoner. 
During the first two weeks tlu'.y commit- 
ted two highway nddieries. In both in- 
stances Murray took the lead. During 
the third week they esiiieil a scouting 
party of cavalry one afteinoon and wont 
into ambush. Tho sergeant objected to 
bring on the party, as it wiuild result in ,a 
more determined search fiu' their covert, 
but Ross made it a lest of the (fiber's 
loyally lo the partnership, and the am- 
bush was pre|iared. iMiirray fired to 
miss, of course, though he put his bullet 
through the trooper's hat. The outlaw 
was a dead shot and meant to kill his 
man, but as his finger pressed tho trigger 
a gust of wind bent a branch in such a 
way that bis bullet was deflectoii and did 
no harm. After that ho accaipted tho ser- 
geant (is a s(piaro and faithful man and 
ariulually relaxed his vigilance, it was 
alino.^t at the end of tho sixth week be- 
fore Murray's opportunity came. While 
ho felt hima(df "solid" after tho affair 
with tho trooliers, ho reali/.cd that tho 
slightest mistake on his part would lie 
fatal. During the day, if in tho cane- 
break, tho sergeant hung up his pistols 
and showed in every way how fully ho 
trusted the other, but it was a long time 
, • - — oiild Dart from his weapons, 
II. . I " nrob- 



ably became aahiimed of hia ovorcaution 
and lack of confidence and disarmed him- 
s.^lf, hut-be.^naB never quite ut easa when 
out of reaoli'^f his weapons. 

Roes was a man C feat high aad weigh- 
ing 190 pounds, while Murray waaacarcB- 
ly feet C and weijihed only 140. In a 
rougli and tumble light the ainallor man 
could not liavo licld out for tlireo min- 
utes. Ilia first idea was to niiiko the out- 
law a prisoner Avbilo he slept. They oc- 
cupied bunka on oppositu sides of tho 
hut, and after watching for two or throe 
nights tho sergeant discovered that he 
could not turn over even without waking 
tho other up. Ho slept as lightly as a 
wild boast, and tho alightost noise inside 
or outside tho hut broko his slumber.

HomiMLU, June 21.— The Royal mail 
steamship Miowera, of tlie Canadian and 
Australasian line, arrived at Honolulu at 
5 o'clock this afternoon, on her first trip 
from Vancouver and Victoria, after an un- 
eventful butt pleasant passage of six days 
and sixteen' hoars from' Yictorla, Tho 
weather was- Sno throughout, and all on 
board thoroughly enjoyed the trip, and are 
unanimous in praise of tho staunch and com- 
fortable ship, which with s favoring brce/e, 
has made her 3b'&) nautical miles each day, 
keeping up this creditable aTorage of fifteen 
knots an hour without any (Hdlculty. Tliia 
running brings Vancouver as near, in point 
of time, to Honolultt as is Saii-Francisiro by 
tho steamer lines from thers, though the 
distance travelled by the new route is over 
?M) miles greater. Should the presenbrate 
be kept up Sydney will be madiT in- nineteen 
days from Vancouver. 

At Honolulu several of the pajsengors-re- 
mainod, thus inauguroiiing the Iruflic be- 
tween America and tljo Hawaiian Islands 
which is expected to fonn a very importaat 
part of the business of>the line. Tho at- 
tractions of the Islands, in the v,ay o? 
climate and scenery for pcrsonc seeking 
health or holidav, are so many and poiverfui 
that when mado known, as they \\V.\ bo in 
the interest of thia road, the result r^iust bo 
a considerable diversion of tho tourist 
travel from tho old points now fa\-nred to 
the efpially interesting new land v.'ith the 
additional charm of tho novelty of its-asso- 
ciations. The steamers o ' the Canadian 
line are partinularly well aiapted fcr thia 
clasa of travel, being luxurioua and eic(!p- 
tionally conifortaljle in tliei:- furnishinga, 
and, having been l)uilt only laat year in liiig- 
land, their appointments are naturally the 
n:o8t modern.

How the Work is rrogressine: in 
Canada— "111 Darkest Eng- 
land" ToMonw. 

If the enthuaiastio reception, and tlio 
warm welcome, the big banquet at the bar- 
. xacka, where hundreds aat down to tho long 
rows of tables to eat of the wholesome food 
ao' pftntifully euppliod, tho unuanlly lurgo 
open air march even in the mud. and tho 
rousing evening meeting at the Victoria 
Crhe»tre, may be taken as evidences of how 
much the local corps, oRicers and soldiora 
alike, appreciate the visit hero of Com- 
mandant Booth, the head of tho Salvation 
Army in Cunadu, then the unanimous verdict 
of all who participated in or were specta- 
tors of tlu;ae occurrences, must be that the 
Coniiiiaiid.int'u viait ia appreciated, and that 
miicli t;ood will result. 

Coinniiindunt liootli arrived from >v .inaimo 
yesterday at noon, acconipiinied by hia pri- 
vate secretary, Hrifi'vdier J. MargcUa, of 
Winnipeg, and Stall" CapUin Milsapa, eilitor 
of tho tiun Francisco edition of tho War 
Cry. The party were mot at tho dopot by 
the local stall' and eacnrtL>(i to hfailijunrlers, 
where an inloriiuil wulcomi! waa uxttuclod, 
and then Mr. Booth rcliioil for a aliort rest, 
for he has during the past live or aix woeUs 
iieeu Onrapaigning every day from W innipeg 
to the Coast, i.r.d aaya he now feeU almoat 
completely fagged out- 

At 6 o'clock the doors of the bar. acUa 
were again opened to all comera, and tho 
commodious room was aeon croivded to its 
limit. Those who attended out of mere 
curiosity mnst have been aste nialied at the 
Bight. Six long tables runuing the whole 
length of the room were crowded full, every 
seat on the benches being taken. The 
banquet was aol a very elaborate one, but 
there was everything anyone could wish for 
to make a good square meal, with a number 
of extras and plenty to boot. By 7 o'clock 
the feast was declared over, and then there 
were speeches and songs and Salvation Army 
choruses for nearly another hour, the Com- 
mandant, who had been in tho chair, wind- 
ng up the proceediuga with an excellent 
address and prayer. 

After that there was the street parade, 
and then a rousing big Salvation meeting at 
the Victoria theatre, when Commandant 
Booth again spoke. 

Apart altogether from what Commandant 
Booth has to say, ho is an entertaining 
speaker. Hia language is well cliosen, liis 
manner earnest and sincere, and hia voice 
penetrating if not what might bo termed 
pleasing. In conversation lie ia equally 
earnest, and one then has a better oppor- 
tunity fif noticing the strong, severe lines of 
the face,*8howing decision and force of char- 
aoter. 

Xhe commandant was pleaaed to see a 
CoiiOKISX reporter, and talked freely of 
Army matters. When aaked about the con- 
dition of the Army in Canada be repeated 
what ho had said at tha banquet, that mat- 
ters were now on a most satisfactory basis 
and improving. The difficulties which 
created some discord a short time ago, are 
ascribed to a condition of things arising out 
of too much zeal at tho beginning of tho 
work in Canada. Then a number of stations 
were opened at different places in Canada, 
particularly in small villages and towns, and 
when the first burst of entlmaiasjn 
was over the Army was foiitid lo 
have incurred dnancial burdens which were 
too much for it. Then Conini imiant Booth 
was sent out from Kngland " to save the 
ship," as he puts it, but in doing so some of 
the discontented otiicers had to be parted 
with, but the others have ainco loyally car- 
ried on the work to greater auccesa than 
ever before. Und-r tho constitution of the 
Army all its property is vested in General 
Booth, and at his death it will liy law go to 
hia succesaor, the legal ililil^uliiea in the 
way of this having been (jvcrcome on the 
advice of prominent chancery lawyers in 
London. What opposition there was to the 
" Darkest England " scheme in Kngland has 
been dispelled by the report of the Com- 
missions which inquired so minutely into 
the financial policy, etc., and after an 
examination of all the accounts and books, 
declared that not only had General Booth 
and family not profited iieraoually, but that 
a remarkable degree of buaiuess ability and 
shrewdness had been displayed in the man- 
agement of the investments. The "Darkest 
Eogland" system is working well. The 
.whole modus operands will be explained to- 
morrow evening at the Victoria Theatre. 

To-day's programme has already been an- 
nounced. There will bs knee drill at 7 
a. m. ; holiness convention at 11 a. m., led 
by Brig. Margetta ; battles for soula at li 
p. m. and at 7 p. m. at the Victoria Theatre, 
Commandant Booth leading. On ilonday 
afternoon the Commandant will address a 
select meeting at the I'andora Avenue Meth- 
odist church at 3 o'clock. 



WOEK SUSPENDED. 

The Telephone Company will Await Definite 
Knowledge of the City Council's 
Intentions. 

The twenty or more men employed by the 
Victoria & Etquimalt Telephone Co. to erect 
their new poles In the city, were yesterday 
told that their services were no longer 
necessary, the work being temporarily 
abandoned. As the company have been 
pushing tho work of inaugurating their new 
Bystem with commendable energy this action 
came as a decided surprise, ami .Superin- 
tendent R. B. McMickiiig was sought tor an 
explanation. 

" I can only aay," Mr. MeMiekiiig replied 
to the queationer, " that the work has been 
stopped by instruction from the company. 
I am not tho company, only a servant of llu; 
ccmpany, ao for fnrtlicr partieiilara it will 
be ncccaaary for you lo ini|uiri! cdsewliere." 

'Iho liint was acted upon, ami from oilier 
officers of the conipany the following atato- 
ment was obtained : — 

"Somo time ago the company decided 
upon an entire reconstruction of its service, 
and the Colo.nist at tho time outlined the 
many and important changes. They in- 
eluded the extention of the service in all 
direotiona, the aubstitution of u metallic 
circuit for the aingle wire and ground re- 
turn now in use, new cables and now switch- 
boards—in fsot making tho service thor- 
oughly up to date for the beneSt of our sub- 
Boribers at an outlay of 8:15,000. 

"Of course tho first thing to ho done was 
to get up suitable poles to carry the wires, 
two to each telephone, and these poles had 
to be high to carry the wires, twice as many 
as required with tho old system, clear of all 
other wires and of possible groundings. At 
nresent the tramway and eleotrio light wires

We »c- 
cordingly went to tho Council and got tijeir 
approval, expressed in a resolution pissed 
before Hon. Mr. De Cosmos' complaint was 
brought forward. Then the courts advised 
that tho Council hear Mr. Do Cosmos and 
ascertain if ho has a grievance. Ho has 
'oeeu heard, but the Council's judgment ia 
reaerved, aa it Wuru. 

" Tho rider which it was proposed to at- 
tach to tho approval of tho poles, wo hold 
the Council has no right to adopt, though 
wo aro anxious to work harmoniously with 
the City, and would conccdu a point to do 
80. The Council, as wo read tho by-law, 
has no power to say that wo shall not place 
our poles on tho streets for tho purposes of 
our buaineaa, having merely tho power to 
approve tho work when wo decide to do it. 
Of course tho development of antagonism 
to tho company in tho Council would work 
injuriously, and so wo have simply decided 
to wait and learn what the aldermen aro go- 
ing to do before wo proceed to spend our 
capital. Wo still hope to have our now 
system in operation this fall." 

It was rumored on tho street yesterday 
that tho Telephone E.xohango will also be 
closed to morrow unless satisfaotory ar- 
rangements aro come to, but how much, if 
anything, is in the report, remains to be 
disotosed.

Tin? " North PacIOc" Again In Service— Ex- 
cursioniats for Alaaka-The ".loan's'' 
Arrangements. ■ 

Tho Pacific Navigation Company has 
chartered the North Pacific, which has been 
laid up at Taeoma, and after she ia painted 
inside and out and refurnished, will put her 
on tho Tacoma-Whatconi route in place of 
the State of Washington. The North I'aeilic 
will leave Seattle Sunday night for the first 
trip, and will take tho outside run alter- 
nately with tho Sehomo. The State of 
Washington will be put back on the Ta- 
coma-Everett run, leaving Tacoma every 
evening for Everett, back to Seattle, then 
to Everett and return to Tacoma in the 
evening. 

QCARANTINB CONVBNIE.NCKS. 

The Government ateamer Quadra went 
out to Albert Head yesterday and laid 
down a large mooring buoy, in order to en- 
able vessels of the largest class to find a 
safer harbor than heretofore.

THE BICYCLE IN 1993.^ 



How tlio 'niieel May Hook One Hundred 
Vears X'rom Kow. 

Tho bicycle of 1993 will bo built on very 
much the same lines as tho safety of ISTO — 
1. u., with two small wheels very nearly of a 
size. This was the plan of the first niaeliiiie 
built in 1KI7, •■md now after a lapse of 7ii 
years wo have come b'lek to the original 
design. A iiiachiiio on this jilan can be 
built stronger and lighter than on any other 
model. AVith the weight between two 
wheels there i.s less vibration than when it 
is over either one of them, as in i)assing 
over an obstruct ion tlio weight is lifted only 
half the dist;uicu in the former ca.se that it 
is in the latter. 

Then by tho use ot some alloy of greater 
tensile strength, weight for weight, than 
steel, luid by filling the tires and the tubes 
in the framing with hydrogen instead of 
air, the weight of a road machine will be 
reduced to 10 pounds or less, while racing 
machines will not weigh half that much. 
Tho machine will also be made so that it 
can be folded u[) ;ind carried about or stowed 
away in somu corner. I3y imi)rovements in 
the construction of tho hearings of moving 
parts friction will be almost wholly elimi- 
nated, and the method of applying power 
will be so perfected that there will be ab- 
solutely no such thing as lost power. 

The roads will bo prepared especially for 
bicycles, the grades being very slight and 
in fact only sulBoicnt to provide proper 
drainage. The surface ■will bo hard and 
smooth, the outer edge of all curves being 
raised as on a race track. The roads will 
ho kept clean, as by that time tho horse 
will be finiiid only in zoological garileiis. 
The iniiirovement in the rider will be eiiual- 
ly marked, h'roiu the continueil and in- 
creasing use of lliewlieela race of jieople 
will lie; evolved that will take to cycliii.g as 
readily as a foreign iiiiiiilgraiit does to poli- 
tics. 'J'.iking all I liese t hings into coiiskl- 
eralion, wi; ni.'iy expuct an average speed of 
^0 miles an hour on ihiM-oad and t'.O miles 
niiliouroii till' 1 rack, Tbe u.se of the ma- 
chine will be uiiivi-rsal. Cliildren will be 
taught to ride asllieyare now taught ti. 
walk. 'I'he sulmrlis of our gi eat oil ies will 
e-Xteiid from 00 to Hi! miles in every diree- 
tioii. All patents will have exjilred and ^ueh 
large (piantities of bicycles will be maiiii- 
facliired that the cost will be nondnal and 
within the reach of all. There will be no 
more crowded lenenie.nt houses. The arti- 
san, who will work only four hours a d;iy, 
will live with his family in a cozy little 
home in the suburb.t where he can see the 
Bun sbiueand breathe the fresh air. Tbe 
use of the wheel will have so improved the 
Btamlna and physique qt tho race that the 
only causes of death will be old ago and 
accident.s. 

Kailronds will be used for tho tranSpOrta^ 
tion of freight only. Every individual will 
own a bicycle. Those intended for long dis- 
tance travel will be run by small but pow- 
erful storage batteries, which may be 
charged at niitomatic electric stations by 
connecting the battery to a dynamo and 
dropping a coin of small value in a slot. 
With machines of this character it will be 
possible to attain a speed of 150 miles an 
hour, and to overcoino the winil pressure 
they will bo litteil with wedge shaped wind 
shields mado of soniiMongli yet transparent 
substance. Tbe bicycle will not bo used in 
war for the simple reason that lus dyspep- 
sia will bo unknown everybody will feel so 
well and bo so good humored and disin- 
clined to quarrel that there will be no one 
to go to war.

Schednle Time. - 



Euconraginer Prospects for Tr&ie and 
Passengers -Aronnd the World 
in Sixty Days, 



The second of the steamships of tho now 
Conadian-Australian lino arrived last night, 
at 11 o'clock, and tied up at tho outer wharf, 
being immediately granted a clean bill of 
health, there having bean no illness on board 
during tho whole of the delightful voyage 
from|Sydney. This ship— tho Warrimoo— 
is a sister ship of tho Miowora, and like her 
is a commodious, safe vessel, elegantly fitted 
and arranged for the carrying of passengers. 
She made the trip in schedule time, arriving 
here at exactly the same hour of the night 
as her predecessor. 

In connection with this trip, an intereat- 
ing experiment ia being tried. Tho mails 
wliich left Loudon on tho night of May 19, 
for Australia, arrived there per steamship 
Ilymalaya on .theforenoon of June 17. Tho 
Warrimoo, sailed the same evening, time 
being given, at the request of the poat- 
master- general for correspondents to reply 
to their London letters, the mails will bu 
put on board tho Atlantic express of Hun- 
day (to day) and it ia hopod a rapid run 
iii roaa to London will land replies to tho 
letters dated May 19, " Bound the world 
in sixty days I" 

The cargo consists of nearly every variety 
of Australian fruits and wines, cheese, pre- 
served meats, exhibita for Chicago, general 
inerchaniliae, u trial shipment ot ahalo and 
ten Auatrulian bred liorses. Thia waa 
largely augmented at Honolulu, pineapplea, 
bananas, potatoes and rice, being sbipped in 
considerable i[unntilics. There arc large 
quantities of fruit for Vancouver and Vic- 
toria. The latter were landed here this 
niorning and the Warrimoo was to Sail at 
,') a m.

T. B. Young, purser, and Mr. Walter Mac-

Mr. James Huddart, the managing owner 
of the line, who was one of tho passengera, 
expressed himself as pleased with the suc- 
cess so far achieved. He said : 

" The proapccts are extremely encourag- 
ing, and we have every reason to hope the 
venture will be a permanent success, such as 
wo have all along anticipated. More es- 
pecially am I pleased with the Wiiv Canada, 
aa represented by British Columbia, has 
taken bold of the matter, and the maimtr 
in which your boards of trade have acted it, 
seeking to developo a trade, which we know 
can be worked up. We received all the 
newspapers up to tho time the Miowtra 
Bailed, and all I can say in regard to the 
enthusiasm shown here, ia that it ia exactly 
what wo represented in Australia it would 
bp, and it will be reciprocated at the other 
end. Of course, now, wo aro somewhat 
hj^ndioanned iq the matter of cargo, for the 
reason that our Australian firms did not 
really know what to send, but it is only ft 
question of a short time before they wtU 
have all the necessary information, and by 
the next ship the first big shipments may be 
expcctod. 

" Wo have had good encouragement from 
New South Wales, but (.Uieenslaiul has not 
yet come in. The people there are with us 
and the press alao, but the Premier, Sir 
Thomas Mclllwraitb, owing to the financial 
depression, ia inclined to delay in making a 
move. In calling at Queenalaiul wo increase 
our mileage, our expenao and our time, so 
that unleaa they join in assisting us in the 
way of a suh.sidy I ilon'c think wo can con- 
tinue to touch there. 

"Financial inattera aro no worse than 
they were when Mr. Ward left, on the 
Miowera, and while there are always people 
travelling and moving, tho stories about the 
crowds being on the wharves trying to gi!t 
on aa stowaways aro grossly exaggerated. It 
is safe lo Bay that tho manufacturing and 
producing indualriea are in as prosperous 
condition aa ever, barring, of course, the 
scarcity of money occaaioued by tho failure 
of the banks. Otherwiao matters are no 
worse, and an improvement will surely 
follow. 

The Warrimoo brings advices from Hono- 
lulu up to -Inly 2. Political peace and 
quiet roign in Hawaii. Tho examination of 
the alleged conspirators— Walker, Crick 
and Sinclair — has been completed before 
dudgo Carter, who was to deliver judgment 
on July 3, up to which time the prisonera 
wore held. The Government received ad- 
vices by steamer Alameda, from Minister 
Thurston, at Washington, which state, in 
substance, that the U. S. Government has 
arrived at, no conclusion. President Dole 
and Attorney General Smith are following 
a waiting policy, and they have reason to 
liopo that, sonioliiing will develop. Attor- 
ney-General Smith aaid : " Until we ki ow 
it is u failure, wo ahall not cliango our 
present policy. The occasion demands tho 
continuance of the preaent oligarchy until 
annexation is secured, or arrangenienta 
made with aomo other Government to 
BDcuro tho atability of tho Hawaiian consti- 
tution." 

President Dole gave utteraneo to sub- 
stantially the same opinion, adding that, aa 
far as a now treaty waa concerned, it would 
not be entered into until a detiaito answer 
had been snbmitted through Minister

tiec. 

ShorifTStolz who was shot by tho lepers 
waa buriod on tho 29th Juno Martial law 
has been proclaimec' in tho districts where 
tho lepers are. Every endeavor is being 
made to capture them and tho expedition 
sent il. pursuit; has taken food and supplies 
for thrno WflftUs, They hiwe to Im ilislmlgpri 
from the oaves and dead woods 
in which they have taken refugo, but it ia 
the determination to take them dead or 
alive. They have defied the Government 
for years and been a source of trouble and 
alarm, but the action ot the Oovernn&ent 
regarding them ia not unlikely to turn 
more natives against it than any other mat- 
ter. 

The address presented by the B. C. Board 
of Trade to the managing owner and taken 
away on the Miowera was left at Honolulu 
for the Warrimoo, and was taken on there. 
It was muoh admired by tho paascngera, 
and Mr. Huddart says it expresses exactly 
tho sentiments which will, when put into 
praotioo, make the new line a great suooeas. 

Mr. C. E Rcnouf, vice-president of the 
B C. Board of Trade, was down to meet 
.Mr. Huddard last evening, and presented 
the compliments of the Board. 

Mr. Huddart goea on to Vancouver on the 
ship, but will 1)0 hack again next week, 
when he will meet aomo of the business men 
in tho sanio way that Mr. Ward did. 

On the Warrimoo the Yiotoria freight was 
so placed that it coald be discharged easily.

TWE.>TY-SEVEN LIVES LOST. 

A YiK'ht Overulielmed by a Tliundprsturm 
and SiuUa With All ou liuard. 

London, July 8. — A sad yachting acci- 
dent ocoarred at Sheernesa to day, all the 
persons drowned being railway builders — 
thirty in number — who, with thousands of 
other excursionists, had gone to a little 
w itering place for a day'a sport. Tho yachi 
Shannon, licensed to carry si.xty passengers, 
took out thirty of them. When well out 
the yacht was overwhelmed by a thunder- 
storm. The darkening of the sky, coni- 
binod with tho rain, obscured the yacht 
from the view of those on shore at the time 
of the accident.
